Motion picture stars no doubt are 
entitled to as large salaries as they can 
persuade producers to pay them. That 
is the unwritten law’ of all occupations. 
But fees of $50,000 
and 
$60,000 for 
acting in one picture and regular sal­ 
aries of $4,500 to $10,000 a week for 
performers not of the 
first 
circle of 
the higher empyrean 
give some sub­ 
stance to the contention of President 
Brandt, of the Theater Ow ners* Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, that such incomes 
are out of proportion to box office re­ 
ceipts. 
That 
they 
conduce 
to the 
higher cost of the films is evident. 
It is to be wondered indeed whether 
the “easy 
m oney” 
conditions of the 
movies have not 
adversely 
affected 
the cost of living outside the restricted 
sphere of the 
industry— whether its 
enormous salaries 
and generally in­ 
flated scale of remuneration have not 
upset economic 
standards 
in indus­ 
tries remote from 
the 
film studios, 
i That the exam ple of actors of indiffer- 
! ent ability 
making 
larger 
incomes 
than bank presidents or corporation 
lawyers should 
prove corrupting was 
inevitable. 
The temptation of a cabi­ 
net officer with the offer of a Salary 
of $100,000 or more is of itself a suf­ 
ficient 
demonstration of the subvers­ 
ive influence 
of motion 
picture fin­ 
ance. 
That the deflation of swollen movie 
salaries would make 
the 
amusement 
cheaper remains to be seen. 
But there 
is little 
doubt 
that it would tend to 
stabilize values which they have been 
instrumental in disrupting.
